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MORE THAN A TARGET-MAN 


Although strapping striker Ben Burgess describes 
himself as a ‘target-man’, in his three games so far 
for the Spirit he has already shown far more than 
that image portrays. 

Once the description of lumbering forwards who did 
little more than head the ball down for teammates, 
Burgess is no such thing. At 674” in old money 
Burgess is indeed a big target to aim for, but has 
surprising skills for such a big man. In fact, his 
teammates are equally well served knocking the ball 
to his feet as to that shaven head of his. 


Honing those skills as a 14-year old with Everton, 
Burgess decided to join Blackburn at the age of 16 
under the tutelage of then boss Roy Hodgson. A 
spell in the reserve team followed and then came a 
nerve-wracking first team debut against Portsmouth. 
Brought into the team by former Rangers boss Graeme Souness, Burgess was told 
the day before the game he would be playing, and admits there was little sleep that 
night! 

Burgess actually started the game - which ended up a 1-1 draw - alongside current 
Bradford City forward Ashley Ward. 

“T didn’t score or anything, but Souness was great even before the game. He said 
there was no pressure on me and he wasn’t expecting anything. As the guy who gave 
me my chance obviously I think he is a good manager,” Burgess said. 

Jamaican international Darren Moore, dubbed ‘Bruno’ by fans because of his 
similarity in size to the former heavyweight boxer, was one of the men charged with 
stopping Burgess that day. ‘Massive’ is how Burgess describes him! 


It’s not only the likes of Ward and Moore that Burgess has been on the park with 
though, as he recalls playing a game against Liverpool Reserves. 
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“They had Michael Owen and Jamie 
Redknapp playing for them, and 
Redknapp in particular was a different 
class. He was one of those guys that 
would talk to you all game, even though 
he was on the opposition team.” 


“There’s lot more football played over 
here. The ball is on the ground more 
whereas in the English Ist Division it’s a 
million miles per hour. All the defenders 
Ihave come up against so far have 
known what they were doing -

unfortunately! 
With his full-time employers 12,000 
miles away Burgess knows he can’t 
slack off at all - Spirit send a video of 
each game back to Blackburn. 


Looking up to his Blackburn boss 
Souness as he does, Burgess admits that 
he was surprised when he offered him 
the opportunity to come to Australia on 
loan, especially as some English clubs 
and Scottish Premier league side

: send a video to of tonight’s game is 
Burgess’s parents, who arrived in 
Sydney this week to watch their son 
play. 

“T better play well tonight against the 
Kingz,” laughs Burgess, “Otherwise my 
Dad will have a go at me!” 


“Souness said he had four months in 
America when he was my age, and it 5 
proved invaluable to him. When he said 
that I thought a similar spell might work 
out for me too. 


“Everybody - including Blackburn’s 
Aussie keeper John Filan - said I would 
have a great time in Sydney, and so far 
they are right. It’s just a great place,” 
Burgess said. 

What about the standard of play? 
Burgess says that it has impressed him, 
especially as not knowing really what to 
expect. 


The way this 18-year old, who turns 19 
two days before next week’s clash with 
Newcastle, has started his career in 
Australia there is no way anyone will be 
having a go at him. In fact, as Burgess 
himself says, “I just need to knock in a 
few goals now.” His parents and 
thousands of Spirit fans hope it’s tonight.

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Northern Spirit tonight welcome the 
Kingz Football Club from New 
Zealand, who travel to Sydney full of 
confidence after winning their last two 
games. 

After an opening day defeat at the 
hands of Sydney Olympic, the Kingz 
bounced back to defeat the Eastern 
Pride 2-1 in round 2 before smashing 
Newcastle United 5-1 at home just 
seven days ago. 

The star in those wins has been striker 
Tim Stevens, signed just days before 
the season started. Stevens scored both 
his team’s goals against the Eastern 
Pride and also got a brace against 
Newcastle. In both games he was 
substituted at around the hour mark - 
one wonders what he can do if he lasts 
the full game! Whether he lasts an hour 
or plays a full game tonight Stevens 


will have to be watched closely. In their 


first season in existence the Kingz did 
superbly to finish in 8th position, 
despite well-documented off-field 
problems, and much of the credit must 


go to coaches Wynton and Shane Rufer. 


Coach Wynton, named Oceania player 
of the 20th century, has played in the 
top flight in both Germany and 
Switzerland, and scored some telling 
goals for the Kingz last season as he 
guided his team towards the top six. 
Both games between the clubs last 
season ended in 3-2 results for the 
home side - a repeat tonight would be 
more than welcome! 

In goal Julio Cuello replaced Chris 
Marsh for last week’s hammering of 
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Newcastle, while in front of him was 
sweeper Levent Osman, whose 
presence in the team after missing the 
first game of the season has coincided 
with the team’s two victories. 

Che Bunce has missed all but five 
minutes of the season so far but could 
play a part here tonight, but Riki Van 
Steeden and Jonathan Perry should be 
in line for starts in the Kingz defence. 
In midfield the Kingz are well served 
by Chris Jackson and skipper Harry 
Ngata, both pivotal figures last season 
for the club, while Ivan Vicelich 
caught the eye last season mainly 
playing in defence. 

Apart from Steven’s in attack the 
Chilean Aaron Silva averaged nearly a 
goal every two games last time 
around, and although he has only 
made two substitute appearances so far 
this season has already netted once, 
Dennis [brahim has served the team 
well coming off the bench, and has 
looked dangerous in his limited 
outings, while Paul Urlovic, like 
Stevens, netted twice against Newcastle 
last week. 

Other players that should figure are 
Aaron Lines, Jeff Campbell, the 
German Andreas Bluhm and Gerald 
Davis. 

A win tonight will see the Kingz travel 
back across the Tasman in good heart 
for a home game against the Adelaide 
City Force in round 5, although they 
then face the daunting trip to Perth in 
round 6.
